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PROFESSIONAL CONDUCT 


— power of the Architects’ Registration Council to discipline architects 

found guilty of disgraceful conduct involves a grave responsibility: 
to remove an architect from the Register deprives him of the right to 
practise under the style of an architect and may thus deprive him of his liveli- 
hood. The Council’s task is not made easier by the fact that Parliament. in 
conferring these powers, followed the precedent of the statutes relating to the 
registration of doctors which provide no definition of disgraceful conduct. 
rhe courts for their part have on the whole been content to leave the question 
of what is dishonourable to the judgment of the profession concerned. 

The difficulties inherent in this approach were illustrated last week when the 
Divisional Court gave judgment in the case of Hughes v Architects’ Registration 
Council of the United Kingdom.* The appellant had been practising since 1919 
as an architect, chartered surveyor, estate agent and valuer. In 1934 he availed 
himself of the right as a practising architect to be registered in the new statutory 
register. He continued in his other professional activities even after the 
ARCUK code of professional practice had laid it down that estate agency 
should not form part of an architect’s practice. Those who had previously 
carried on business as estate agents were allowed until January 1. 1956, after 
The appellant, Mr. Hughes, refused to 
conform and was struck off the register for disgraceful conduct. The Divi- 
sional Court, headed by the Lord Chief Justice, has allowed his appeal. 
considered it absurd to say that what was permissible before January 1. 1956, 
thereafter became disgraceful conduct. It was wrong, said the Lord Chief 
Justice, to apply the same considerations and standards to those in practice 


which they were expected to conform.

This double standard was explained by Mr. Justice Devlin in words which 
we hope will be carefully considered by ARCUK in relation to the question of 
It was not. he said. of itself disgraceful to 
disagree with the majority view and to act accordingly. It was only if a man 
had bound himself in honour to accept that view and to act accordingly that 
a deliberate breach of the code for his own profit could be called disgraceful. 
Every man had the right to earn 


professional conduct generally. 


The appellant had never so bound himself. 
his living in whatever way he chose unless that way was taken from him by law or 
by his own voluntary submission; in the exercise of that right he must not be 
punished by a professional majority under a pretext that non-conformity was 
of itself disgraceful. 

The learned judge’s remarks raise an important question: what precisely 
is it that an architect agrees to on entering the profession ? Does he agree 
merely to accept the standards of conduct prevailing at the time, or does he 
undertake to accept the views of the majority of the profession whatever 
? In the absence of further guidance from the courts,

E.wvit the Gaiety 

WitH the housebreakers’ scaffolding 
beginning to enclose its front, it seems 
that ahe Gaiety Theatre will not be with 
us much longer. Whether or not the long 
process of finding an acceptable design 
to replace Norman Shaw’s building (de- 
signed in conjunction with Ernest 
Runtz) is ended, the site is to be cleared, 
and with it will be poignantly revived 
memories of Edwardiana and, in par- 
ticular, of the Stage Door Johnnies, who 
nightly thronged the Strand in pre-1914 
days. 

It is also a matter of regret that no 
great hopes can be entertained of the 
replacement proposed by the English 
Electric Company to Mr. Charles 
Holden’s design, as shown in the RA 
Exhibition and illustrated in our issue of 
March 29 last. The legacy of Marconi 
House has clearly been the controlling 
factor in the plan shape and elevations 
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of the proposed design, though it is both 
sad and surprising that Mr. Holden's 
detailing of his design is so dull and 
heavy-handed by comparison with the 
scholarly qualities of the adjoining build- 
ing. London architecture appears to be 
about to gain the worst of both worlds— 
a curious if sad reflection in view of the 
fact that the client firm has given, in the 
Canberra bomber, one of the most 
up-to-date pieces of cohesive design that 
we know.

Albert Bridge: Chelsea Protest 


‘GREAT SURPRISE AND INDIGNATION’ 
has been expressed by the Chelsea Town 
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Planning and \menities (€ ommittee at 
the statement, published in The Times, 
that the Town Planning Committee of 
the LCC have taken a lead in promoting 
informal discussions with the two 
yoroughs (concerned) and also with 

the Chelsea Society. The committee 
states that neither Chelsea nor Battersea 
Borough Council has been consulted in 
any way about the rebuilding of Albert 
Bridge and that no consultations have 
heen held with the Chelsea Society. 

The committee points out that, in a 
number of instances in the past, the 
County Council has consulted it too late 
for any effective action to be taken, and 
cites two recent cases, the establishment 
of a car mart in King’s-road and _ the 
erection of flood-lighting pylons at the 
Chelsea Football Club’s ground at Stam- 
ford Bridge. The committee urges imme- 
diate and forceful protest against the de- 
cision of the LCC to appoint consulting 
engineers for the scheme without prior 
consultation with the MBC as to the 
nature of the bridge and its approaches. 

Whatever is felt about the proposals 
for rebuilding the Albert Bridge, it is im- 
possible not to feel considerable sym 
pathy with Chelsea’s reaction to the 
‘bulldozing * tactics to which this protest 
calls attention.

Dropping a Brick 


IN A STATEMENT issued by the Modular 
Society last Monday it was made clear 
that the latest round between them and 
the British Standards Institution and the 
Building Research Station, has been won 
by the official organisations. Since the 
Society, Over two years ago, adopted the 
+ in. module as a basis for its own work, 
recommending its use outside the Society 
for building work generally, most people 
thought that the position regarding the 
brick and its non-modular size was 
settled. Now, however, the Society states 
* The most practical course. ...is to adopt 
the brick size much as it is for the present 
and to continue to relate the sizes of 
[domestic] components needed for this 
particular class of work to the size of the 
brick. This, therefore, will become part 
of the Society's policy for the time being.’ 
And again *....it does not seem practi- 
cal to press the general policy of a 4 in. 
module uniformly throughout the British 
building industry at the present... The 
rather muddled opinion was expressed 
that by acknowledging the brick size in 
modular preferred dimensions the brick 
manufacturers would be led into making 
modular material.

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One other paragraph in the statement 
should be quoted. ~The Council will 
continue to recommend that a 4 in. 
module be adopted as the basis for future 
building, Standards and Codes of Prac- 
tice associated with it but also that for 
the time being the brick size should be 
left much as it is and the sizes of com- 
ponents intended for use in housing or 
similar construction in brick should con- 
tinue to be related to the size of the brick.’ 
This would appear to permit two official 


modular sizes to exist and, far from 
encouraging manutacturers to comply 
with the original decision, may well 


destroy any sense of unity the movement 
has had up to now. The very first problem 
the Society debated was * The Brick or 
Not the Brick.’ Why go back on that 
early, and fundamental decision?

The * Registration * Judgment 
To the Editor of The Builder 


,1R,—The recent judgment of the High 
Court in favour of the appellant in 
an appeal under the Architects (Regi- 
stration) Act, 1931, from a decision of 
the Discipline Committee of the Archi- 
tects’ Registration Council of the UK, 
disqualifying him from practising as an 
architect for two years on the ground of 
‘disgraceful conduct* due to combining 
estate agency with the practice of archi- 
tecture raises some pertinent questions. 

It is now clear that the ARCUK has 
no power to enforce its Code of Pro- 
fessional Conduct, as this has no legis- 
lative sanction. There is an idea that this 
disability is only a transitional state of 
affairs, a problem that will solve itself 
in course of time by the disappearance 
from the Register of those who were 
practising before the passing of the Act, 
but is that so? There is no obligation on 
an architect qualified by examination to 
join any professional organisation having 
a Code of Professional Conduct: there- 
fore, architects who are only registered 
will be legally and in honour subject to 
no such code and may join whatever 
other occupations they please to the prac- 
tice of architecture, including director- 
ships of building firms. 

This judgment of the High Court, 
though fraught with what many may con- 
sider undesirable consequences, may also 
produce ultimate good if it helps towards 
that unification of the building processes 
which Gropius and other leading thinkers 
foresee as the chief hope of architecture. 
On the other hand, there is much to be 
said for the independence of the architect. 
Here, indeed, is a dilemma. The sooner 
it is resolved, or at least clarified. the 
better it will be for the welfare of the 
industry and of the professional men who 
get their living by it.

should design him a substantial looking single- 
storey house in stone within reasonable cost limits, 
the house to contain a lounge, dining-room and three 
bedrooms, with good toilet and domestic facilities 
and a garage. It was suggested that stone rubble 
from a demolition might be made available. 

The plan provides a spacious hall with cloakroom 
and good cupboard accommodation. The lounge is 
situated in a southerly wing with a bay window facing 
south and an additional window facing west to pro- 
vide maximum sunlight; these windows are double 
glazed and are fitted with sun blinds. 

The three bedrooms are placed together, two facing

west and one facing north, the bathroom being 
adjacent to the third bedroom. The dining-room is 
situated on the south side ef the house with the kitchen 
immediately behind facing north, whilst beyond this, 
and to the west, is a utility room. 

Access to the garage was originally intended to be 
from the passage next to the utility room, but the 
Dean of Guild Court refused permission for this 
convenient link and the door had to be built up. 

The external walls are in cavity construction, the 
outer being in stone between 6 in. to 8 in. on bed with a 
| in. to 3 in. wide cavity and a 4! in. inner brick wall. 
The floors are joisted and boarded with hardwood 
flooring in the hall, and the roof is in traditional 
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timber construction. 

The external walling is built in random rubble with 
selected stone rubble from a chosen demolition. 
| There has been a minimum amount of dressing, but 
care has been taken to ensure the stone is well mixed, 
as the stone rubble had been the product of several 
local quarries, and lack of care would have resulted 
ina rather patchy effect. 

The windows are for the most part standard wood 
casements; as also are the cupboard fittings. The 
lounge and dining-room fireplaces are built up in 
beach stones. The roof is covered with heather 
mixture tiles and the external paintwork is honey-

THE SITE OF THE CHURCH adjoins the Town 
Centre and links it with the housing areas, the 
openwork tower at the Chancel end closing the 
vista; it is 90 ft. high. The site being on a lower 
level than the road the church Is to be built in 
two storeys, the lower being in the nature of a 
raised Undercroft. Dimensions are: 140 ft. 
length, 58 ft. width and 37 ft. from floor to roof. 
Seating: 800. The lower stage will be in flint and 
stone, and enclosing walls to aisles in grey 
brick. The r.c. framework of the nave will be 
exposed: ribs of transverse arches appear 
externally as flying buttresses. These arches 
are of parabolic form and span the church in 
interlacing pairs. Lighting will be incorporated 
in a horizontal framework suspended from the 
beam below the clearstorey at triforium level, 
arranged to shine both upwards and down-

All 
plumbing is in internal ducts, the two bathrooms 
and the kitchen and cloakroom being above and 
beside each other.

Floor finishes include wood blocks in the sitting- 
room, dining-room and study. Thermoplastic tiles 
are used in the kitchen. ceramic tiles in the hall and 
cloakroom. Four-inch T. and G. boarding is used in 


the two upper floors. 


All the built-in equipment has been specially 
designed by the architect. The running costs have 
been estimated as between £92 and £173 per annum 
for solid fuel and gas respectively; oil and electricity 
are put forward as £102 and £130 per annum. The 
price of the house, for a 999-year lease, is under 


£6,000. including garage and paved front garden.

HIS NEW FACTORY at Crawley New Town occupies a commanding site near a roundabout in the 

industrial area. The process requirements of cardboard manufacture called for a clear span of 83 ft. 

and the method of construction adopted gave a main building 229 ft. 4 in. long, made up of 17 three-piece

Internally the offices are formed 
by demountable steel partitions with 
the exception of the fifth floor, and 
the ground floor where subdivision 
is by 4}-in. brick walls or hollow 
pots. 

Generally the floor is lino covered 
with the exception of certain rooms 
which are carpeted, and the entrance 
hall, lift halls, staircases and toilets 
where in-situ terrazzo and tilework 
is used. Walls and ceilings are 
finished in two-coat plaster. The 
windows are glazed internally for 
easy replacement, and the opening 
lights designed to allow the external 
cleaning of the windows from inside 
the building. Venetian blinds have 
been provided to all general offices. 

The colour scheme was carefully 
chosen in pastel shades, each floor 
having a different colour. Extern- 
ally the windows are finished in 
white with colour relief given by the 
rainwater gutters in blue, and down- 
pipes in bright yellow. Advantage 
has been taken of the available free 
ground to the front of the building 
by grassing with nebulous shapes for 
shrubbery. The immediate lighting 
to the pavement is by specially 
designed mushroom lights with cop- 
per domes.

This sen- 
sation Will be partly overcome when the 
new central station is completed in Sep- 
tember, but not entirely so until the large 
remaining area of devastated land in 
front of the station has been developed. 
Perhaps this is a good thing, for it is 
this waste land and the fine statue by 
Zadkine that remain to remind one of 
the horror and completeness of the 
destruction of the city in the war. Beyond 
the waste land is the new Rotterdam and, 
in a sense the new Holland too. 


The Lijnbaan_ pedestrian shopping 
centre has already achieved fame. The 
il- and 14-storey flats planned behind it, 
and now in the last stages of completion, 
attract immediate attention on leaving 
the station. It was hoped they would 
alleviate the rather dull first-floor ele- 
vations of the Lijnbaan, but I think it 
is much more likely to be the trees 
maturing in the pedestrian way that will 
do this. The flats themselves are very 
dramatic and their bright yellow brick 
and glass walls sparkle in the sunlight, 
but they do not individually seem to add 
very much to what is already being 
accomplished in this country and else- 
where on the Continent. 


At the north end of the Lijnbaan is the 
Thalia Cinema completed in 1955 by 
Hendriks and Van der Sluys. The brick- 
work is variously black, grey and cream- 
grey, and the black curved side wall is 
decorated with a concrete relief design 
tinted a bronze-coloured green. The 
lettering and display is particularly well 
controlled and a slowly rotating spiral ot 
bulbs on a pendant in the foyer attracts 
attention and invites entry. 


Restraint Maintained 


Inside the restraint is maintained. The 
entrance foyer with squared slate pavings 
leads into the richly-carpeted inner hall 
where a curved suspended ceiling directs 
down to the entrance to the auditorium. 
The other end of the ceiling oversails 
a4 freestanding wall clad to nearly full 
room height in 1 ft. 6 in. squares of 
imitation pigskin, and backing a row of 
seating covered in the same material. 
Two circular columns passing up through 
the ceiling have I! in. wide polished 
stone ribs separating bush hammered 
concrete surfaces. 

The entrance stair enters the audi- 
torium half way up the sloping floor, 
and is flanked by low-partitioned boxes

On the opposite side of the pedestrian 
way is another well-designed cinema, the 
Lumiere, which manages to be not quite 
so architecturally interesting as the 
Thalia by day, but much more exciting 
by night, an interesting commentary on 
the effects of well-designed tube lighting. 
At the far end of the Lijnbaan and facing 
the Coolsingel, Marcel Breuer’s newsreel 
cinema attached to his new Bijenkorf 
store is the latest addition to this new 
tradition of well-designed cinemas. 

The new Bijenkorf or ‘ Beehive’ was 
opened in September, 1956, and is now 
the centre piece of Rotterdam. It stands 
at the junction of the Coolsingel and 
Beursplein, and its very light cream- 
coloured coursed and hexagonal facing 
slabs to the three upper floors make it 
stand out as a great white cube amongst 
the fine buildings of the two streets. Its 
stonework is relieved by a pattern of

Twin esca- 
lators form a central feature. and a side 
staircase has a long half landing platform 
from which the whole store can be 
viewed. At the rear of the store is a 
delightful glazed pavilion separated from 
the main building by a short glazed step- 
way. This building will surely become a 


classic of modern store design, and it is 
rather tragic that it should have to 
replace the pre-war masterpiece of 
Dudok. 


An Unnecessary Sacrifice ? 

Dudok’s Bijenkorf stands at the end of 
the Coolsingel, and is now to be 
demolished to make way for a large 
traffic circus and permit an extensive 
view of the harbour area. Whilst the 
intentions of this scheme have consider- 
able merit. I feel similar results could be 
obtained without sacrificing the store, 
particularly considering the scarcity of 
such links with the pre-war past. How- 
ever, demolition is to commence immedi- 
ately, and we shall soon have to be 
content with obituary tributes and such 
photographs as already exist. 

The Wassen store by Bakema and Van 
der Broek has achieved much publicity 
recently, though originally completed in 
1951. A more recent store building by 
the same partnership is the Galeries 
Modernes in the Hoogstraat, completed 
in the latter part of 1956.

harbours. There are four flats per floor, 
three of which have two double bed- 
rooms, and the third three bedrooms. 
The bathrooms and w.c.’s are contained 
in the centre of the building. The lift 
serving all floors is glazed outwardly and 
passes a continuous vertical window 
giving superb views on the ascent. The 
first- and second-floor offices are canti- 
levered from the building and have full 
floor to ceiling narrow-width glass strips 
set directly into narrow precast stone 
mullions. Below this level the basement 
is walled in large dark grey stone slabs. 
The building is very fine from every 
angle. 

I was glad to see that the E55 exhibi- 
tion hall building by Bakema and Van 
der Broek remains, particularly the 
rather elegant Energiehal, which is now 
used for indoor tennis, hockey and 
riding displays. Its grey-painted lattice 
trusses support the side roofs, and the 
whole of the long side walls are glazed 
down to 4 ft. 6 in., using white-painted 
horizontal glazing rails with zine for the 
vertical join of the glass. The effect 
against the trees is very beautiful. 

Not all the new work is in the centre 
of the city. On the outer suburbs large 
estates of new houses and flats are 
rapidly being built and these will form 
the subject of my next article.

New Oxford Buildings 

MR. J. B. BUTTERWORTH, Fellow 
“"~ of New College, told Congregation 
at Oxford on May 21 that plans for the 
Keble-road triangle would probably be 
submitted before the term ends on June 
22. The University is to develop it as an 
addition to the science area. 

As soon as Congregation had decided 
on the planning of the triangle the Heb- 
domadal Council could proceed with 
plans for an auditorium which would 
seat 400 or 500 people.

Saturday, May 30, 1857 


THE Great Brast at HoLyHeap.—In 
presence of upwards of 1,000 persons, a 
portion of the Holyhead mountain, which 
is 122 ft. in height, was displaced, on the 
21st inst., by a blasting operation of un- 
paralleled magnitude. The removal of a 
considerable portion of the mountain 1s 
necessary for the formation of the new 
harbour of refuge, The arrangements 
contemplated the displacement of 120,000 
tons of rock, by the application of 
18,000 Ib. of gunpowder. At the last 
moment the engineers determined still 
further to extend the operation, and for 
this purpose two additional chambers of 
mines were prepared, making the weight 
of gunpowder used 21,500 Ib., and the 
body of rock displaced, no less than 
160,000 to 200,000 tons, being far more 
than could have been calculated on, At 
a given signal, all the chambers were 
simultaneously ignited and the huge body 
of the rock and mountain was upheaved. 


FROM AN ARTICLE. 
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American Institute of Architects 
THE CENTENNIAL CONVENTION 


THE centennial meeting of the 
American Institute of Architects was 
held in Washington, DC, from May 13 to 
18 and more than four thousand mem- 
bers, guests and their wives were present. 

The proceedings opened with a 
procession of AIA officers, University 
Presidents in their academic robes, Past- 
Presidents, Hon. Fellows, the representa- 
tatives of overseas societies and the 
International Union of Architects, at the 
Sheraton Park Hotel on May 13. 

When delegates and members were 
seated, the RIGHT REV. ANGUS DUNN, 
DD, Bishop of the Episcopalian Diocese 
of Washington, gave an invocation and 
prayer for the success of the meeting. 
This was followed by a short address by 
the President, Mr: LEON CHATELAIN, jun., 
and presentations—illuminated addres- 
ses, medals, wood carvings and books— 
by the representatives of the 62 visiting 
societies. 

Next came the Keynote Address ‘A 
New Century Beckons,’ by Mr. Epwarp 
A. Weekes, Editor of the Aflantic 
Monthly, who warned against the exten- 
sion of the urban sprawl: ‘ how long will 
it take us to convert the eastern seaboard 
into a replica of the neon-lit chromium- 
plated landscape which stretches from 
Los Angeles to San Diego?’ Referring 
to house building, this speaker said ‘I 
find an initial fallacy in the proposition 
that we can go on making smaller houses 
for larger and larger Americans, and 
also referred to the lack of privacy in 
house planning. 

On Tuesday, May 14, the main theme 
was ‘The New World of Technology.’ 
The speakers were Dr. BRONK, President 
of the National Academy of Sciences, and 
Mr. Paut HoFrrMan, US representative 
on the General Assembly of UNO, who 
made some interesting observations on 
recent visits to the USSR and Western 
Germany. In the USSR he found a new 
spirit of confidence had replaced the old 
fear of attack, resulting in a much more 
friendly spirit to the democratic peoples 
of the West. In Germany he was 
impressed by the fact that most young 
people were anxious for something 
different to Hitlerism. 

After the inaugural luncheon the pro- 
ceedings were resumed by addresses 
from three speakers: Dr. GEORGE 
KimBLE, Director 20th Century Fund, 
Survey of Central Africa, who spoke of 
the menace of diminishing world supplies 
of food, metals, and other materials, Dr. 
MILDRED McINTosH, President, Barnard 
College, Columbia University, who spoke 
on Environment and the Home and said 
that we were living in a period where 
everything happened too quickly and 
wives had become partners in business. 
Dr. Pasi. TILLIcH, Professor at Harvard 
University, said environment was not 
identical with surroundings. Man will 
take his environment with him in new 
Surroundings: the slum dweller will 
create new slums. He stressed the 
importance of privacy and solitude, for 
which no provision was made in modern 


house planning. 

On Wednesday, May 15, the theme 
was ‘The Arts in Modern Society,’ and 
addresses were given by Mr. B. CERF, 
Publisher of Random House, Miss 
LILLIAN GISH and Dr. H. MITCHELL, 
Conductor of the National Symphony 
Orchestra. Mr. Cerf started his address 
with the remark that ‘no one in the US 
listens any more.’ He made an attack on 
unofficial censorship by Police Chiefs, 
said that laughter was a much better cure 
for most ills than drugs and concluded 
with the remark ‘I am very happy about 
what is happening in this country.’ 


Miss Gish on the Stage 


Miss GISH wanted increased support 
for the arts from the government, includ- 
ing a Secretary of State for the Arts. 
Dr. Howarpd MITCHELL strongly dis- 
agreed and said government control was 
the last thing he would wish for, but 
agreed there should be more official 
support and patronage of the arts. The 
afternoon was devoted to a_ business 
session, followed by a cruise down the 
Potomac river and a visit to Mount 
Vernon, the home of George Washing- 
ton. 

On Thursday, May 16, the morning 
was occupied by official business: organi- 
sation, professional ethics, fees, P.H.A.., 
etc. Messages from President Eisenhower 
and various delegations were read and 
a medal from the Ordre des Architectes 
of France was presented. Mrs. Myers, 
secretary to the District of Columbia 
Auditorium Commission, reported that 
eight firms of architects had been com- 
missioned to advise on the scheme and 
asked the convention to pass a resolution 
entrusting them with the design and 
execution of the project. This was put 
to the meeting and, after some discussion. 
was negatived in favour of holding a 
national competition for the design and 
execution of the building, which is to 
provide a national assembly and concert 
hall, etc. Presentations of Edward 
Kemper Award for services to the Insti- 
tute to David Barr; presentations of Hon. 
Membership to Messrs. Finlay, Stuart, 
Rankin and Hoffman: Citation of 
Honour for Fine Arts to Mr. Milton 
Horn, sculptor; Citation to the Office of 
Foreign Buildings, U.S. Government, and 
to Mr. Sayler, editor of the ALA. 
Journal, were made. 

In the afternoon, the theme was ‘ The 
Future of the City,’ followed by a music- 
ally illustrated lecture, ‘ Music and Archi- 
tecture in the Environment of Man,’ by 
Dr. Mitchell. In the evening the annual 
dinner was held at the Sheraton Park 
Hotel, when the Gold Medal of the 
Institute was presented to Mr. Louis 
Skidmore, FAIA: and the Centennial 
Gold Medal was presented to Mr. Ralph 
Walker, FAIA, followed by an address 
by Mr. Henry Luce, editor of ‘Time’ 
Inc. on ‘The Architecture of 
Democracy.’ 

On Friday, May 17, after a business 
session there were three addresses on 
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~The New World of Economics.” Dr. E. 
SCHMIDT, Director of Economic 
Research, U.S. Chamber of Commerce, 
in the course of his remarks, said that 
every time we ask the government to 
do something which we could do our- 
selves we are adding another brick to 
the building of totalitarianism with 
regard to aid to underdeveloped coun- 
tries. What was needed was not cash 
but information about how government 
and production was achieved in the free 
world. The law of diminishing returns 
was not yet properly understood. 

Mr. WALTER REUTHER, Chairman, 
Economic Council, AFL, CIO, (Labour 
rep.), said that Labour felt that the tools 
of yesterday would not solve the prob- 
lems of tomorrow. Their basic problems 
were not political but moral. Better edu- 
cation was an essential for survival. 
Essential need was co-operation between 
management and labour in_ sharing 
economic abundance. Mr. JAMES 
ASHLEY (management) stressed the need 
for tariffs to prevent unfair competition 
from countries where labour was under- 


paid. 
This was followed by the ‘awards 
luncheon’ where presentation of the 


Honour Awards for current architecture, 
of the Fine Arts medal of the Institute 
for excellence in painting, of the crafts- 
manship medal for excellence in furni- 
ture design and the Reynolds Memorial 
for the architectural use of aluminium 
were made. Later a film entitled ‘ Archi- 
tecture in 1977° was shown, followed by 
an address by Mr. P. BELLUSCHI, Dean of 
the School of Architecture of Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology on ‘A 
New Century of Architecture.” The Con- 
vention ended with a reception and cock- 
tail party at the National Housing Centre.

ARCHITECTS IN THE CIVIL 
SERVICE 

Rates of Pay and Recruitment 
Problems 


HE Institution of Professional Civil 
Servants held their 12th annual dele- 
gate conference at Eastbourne on May 20. 
In presenting the annual report, Mr. Stanley 
Mayne referred to the effect the application 
of the Royal Commission’s scales of salaries 
had had on recruitment in the architectural 
and engineering draughtsman class. He 
said, ‘I do not question the honesty of the 
Royal Commission in its recommendations. 
but I question the validity of the kind of 
investigation it made to achieve so bad a 
recommendation. The result of the appli- 
cation of the Commission’s scales has been 
to make recruitment difficulties even greater 
than they were before. 

‘It has, moreover, set every draughtsman 
in the Civil Service by the ears. A 
claim is under’ discussion with the 
Treasury at the present moment. There are 
possibilities of an interim settlement. 
Whether those possibilities will develop I 
cannot prophesy. If they do not, this will 
mean a reference to the Arbitration Tribunal 
in order to secure, as with the technical 
classes, at any rate an interim settlement. 
because the Civil Service Pay Research Unit 
is unable to operate for this class in the 
reasonably near future.”

ASSESSOR’S COMMENTS ON COMMENDED DESIGNS 


AS part of his extended report on the 
i designs submitted in this competi- 
tion (see The Builder of April 26 and 
May 3 for result, illustrations of pre- 
miated designs and assessor’s preliminary 
report) Professor R. Gardner-Medwin, 
the assessor, comments on five designs 
which he has selected as being worthy of 
special mention. He writes: 


A DISAPPOINTMENT in the competition was 
a general weakness.in solving problems of 
circulation and in understanding the effect 
of the movement of large numbers of stu- 
dents. Most of the schemes described below 
suffer from this weakness in some degree. 
but they have been chosen for special men- 
tion because of some outstanding quality 
or idea which distinguishes them from the 
general run. 


Scheme 18 [Ivor G. M. G. Dorward, Glas- 
gow]: A most efficient and sensitive design, 
marred by the unfortunate and rather naive 
duplicate circular stairs for the two main 
entrances. These would be bad. anyway. for 
rush movements of students but, fortun- 
ately, could be replaced by rectangular 
Stairs or, perhaps, by a more generous dia- 
meter for a curved ‘feature’ stair in one 
entrance hall. Another difficulty is the 
detached assembly hall, for which a larger 
covered and encased foyer would be neces- 
sary. Layout is good except for strip car- 
parking along Townhead-terrace, which ex- 
poses its backs. Grouping and site planning 
is interesting. The design displays a fine 
feeling for internal and external space. and 
great sensitivity in detailing. 


A Brave Attempt 


Scheme 43 [lan Burke, ARIBA, Dundee]: 
This is a brave attempt to solve the prob- 
lem by limitation to three storeys. with 
main access (from High-street) on the 
middle floor. Most of the buildings are 
grouped around a forecourt facing east but, 
unfortunately, this forecourt faces Town- 
head-terrace backs rather than the open 
bowling green areas further to the south. 
This more pleasant prospect is still further 
restricted by the placing of the boiler-house 
(and experimental boiler-laboratory). An- 
other weakness is that the High-street set- 
back is unhappily sub-divided and the car 
approach to the front entrance is very 
limited for turning and temporary parking. 
The whole layout has been skewed over. 
apparently to avoid the existing laboratories. 
and this results in exposure of the Town- 
head backs. Outdoor and indoor circula- 
tion is good; the mechanical engineering 
laboratories are most compactly planned 
and well lighted; the slopes of the site are 
well managed. The courtyard planning is 
pleasant, with beautifully grouped buildings 
displaying a fine sense of composition and 
landscaping, and sensitive siting of sculp- 
tural groups at telling strategic points in the 
composition. 

Scheme 57 [Architects’ Co-Partnership]: 
The authors say they are trying to express 
‘the excitement and strength of the emerging 
technology,’ and they succeed in this to a 
remarkable degree. The architecture is very 
much alive. The fundamental planning idea 
is beautifully clear and simple. in spite of the 
strange dramatisation of the janitor’s house 
as a ‘ propylaea.’ It is unfortunate that the 
plan, for all its formal simplicity, makes it as 
difficult as possible for people arriving by 
car (or by foot from Townhead-terrace or 
George-street) to reach the assembly hall 
without wandering up a long ramp, travers- 


ing the common-room and dining-room. 
Detail design is thoughtful, if expensive, 
but the method of top lighting in which half 
the direct light is shielded to avoid sun glare, 
is dubious. In spite of, some formalistic 
absurdities, this design has such fundamental 
clarity in its plan and such effective simpli- 
city and strength of expression, that it de- 
serves special mention. 

Scheme 77 [Hammett & Norton, London): 
Another 3-storey scheme, and more open 
in its planning than 43. The High-street 
landscaping is better, and an irregularly- 
shaped hall, though awkward internally, 
successfully ‘covers’ Townhead backs. 
Foyer planning appears influenced by MoE 
multi-use policy, but has a feeling for crowds 
and the spill-over space desirable at times 
of assembly. Circulation is clear and direct. 
though the architecturally valuable link 
with the detached ME building is an expen- 
sive luxury. Elevations are somewhat dia- 
grammatic. A long, double-sheet elevation 
showing the whole length of the site, and 
developing the landscaping in relation to 
the buildings, would have helped to do jus- 
tice to this design, which is most competent 
and interesting, both in its site layout and 
in its internal planning. Though the eleva- 
tions are not sufficiently commanding for 
the site they are full of pleasant possibilities 
in themselves. 

Scheme 122 |D. H. Lanham, ARIBA, 
and E. A. Barker, Barking): Another beau- 
tifully designed scheme, with the same air 
of clarity and decisiveness as No. 57. _ Its 
weakness is in the strength of its formalism, 
which often fails in functional terms. There 
are stairs enclosed in curved walls. 
lighted by dazzling strips of window, or not 
at all: there are interesting wide-span con- 
crete girder beams, used to no apparent 
effect apart from the deep modelling of the 
facades. This is effective enough from out- 
side. but inside it wastes floor space and 
causes thick bands of shadow when seen 
against the light. The internal lighting well 
is cleverly argued for in the report, as are 
all the features of the plan, and it is claimed 
that this type of planning increases the sense 
of community. It certainly avoids the dull- 
ness of standard corridor planning, but it 
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would have to be decided if this expen 
form of access would justify the a 
achieved. For its remarkable simplicity 
idea and for the powerful expression of 
this design is thought worthy of ths 
mention. , 


‘USE PARKS FOR 
HOUSING’ 


Leeds City Architect's 
Suggestion 


Mk. R. A. H. Livetr, OBE, ARIBA, Led; 
City Architect. addressed the Norther 
Midlands branch of the Institute of Housing 
at Leeds on May 18 on ‘ Living Height’ and 
expressed the conviction that there was , 
great future for private enterprise jn the 
development of tall blocks of modern figs 
in Leeds. He said such flats could be Within 
easy reach of education and 
centres. 

Mr. Livett went on to say that 25 per 
cent. of the dwellings being erected in this 
country were in the form of flats and 
maisonettes. The Leeds Corporation hou: 
ing committee had let contracts during the 
past few month for 1,300 flats to be built 
in blocks of 10 storeys at a density of 4 
dwellings per acre. 

In connection with the overspill popula- 
tion problem, he suggested the use of some 
land from big parks on city perimeters and 
said: “One wonders whether it would not 
be better to reduce the size of large parks 
and bring smaller parks nearer the city 
centre and make use of land taken away 
from large parks for residential purposes’ 
The public park was not used so much for 
weekends and Bank Holidays as in the past 
because of better transport facilities. 

He told a questioner that he would be 
the last person to suggest interference with 
the green belt, but any good plan should 
always be subject to review. 

The uncertainty of the market was the 
reason for lack of enthusiasm for flat 
development by private enterprise, said

Architect to Remain on Register : 
High Court Order to ARCUK

PHREE High Court judges on May 24 

eld that Mr. Thomas Hughes, archi- 
rect and surveyor, of Station-parade, Shen- 
lev-road, Borehamwood, Hertfordshire, was 
entitled to remain on the register of archi- 
ects, from which the Architects’ Registra- 
tion Council had ordered the removal of 
his name and disqualified him from registra- 
tion for two years. 

The council had found him guilty of 
‘disgraceful conduct’ in that, knowing the 
whole of the profession of architects were 
against an architect carrying on business as 
, house agent. Mr. Hughes, who had prac- 
tied as an architect, chartered surveyor, 
estate agent and valuer, refused to comply 
with the council’s prohibition against any 
architect permitting the business of auc- 
tioneer or house agent to form part of his 
business. 

Allowing Mr. Hughes’s appeal against the 
council’s decision and ordering his name to 
be restored to the register, the Lorp CHIEF 
Justice (Lord Goddard), with whom Mr. 
Justice Hilbery and Mr. Justice Devlin sat 
in the Queen’s Bench Divisional Court, said 
that considering that Mr. Hughes, who was 
over 60. had been in practice for 35 years 
without any complaint as to his professional! 
competence, it was remarkable that the 
council should decide that the suspension 
imposed should only be determined if he 
sat for and passed an examination. His 
lordship could only suppose that the reason 
for imposing such a condition was that the 
council in fact meant to suspend him for 
life, as it was inconceivable that at his age 
Mr. Hughes would be willing to submit 
himself for examination. 

Lord Goddard said the Architects’ Regis- 
tration Council was established in 1931 and 
the qualification for registration was that 
an applicant was or had been practising as 
an architect in the U.K. Mr. Hughes was 
registered in 1932, having entered into 
articles in 1919 and practised since 1922. 
describing himself as an architect, chartered 
surveyor, land and estate agent and valuer. 
He was also a fellow of the Royal Institu- 
tion of Chartered Surveyors. In 1938 a 
further Act was passed prohibiting anyone 
from describing himself as an architect 
unless he was registered. The council issued 
a code of professional conduct, laying down 
that the business of auctioneering and house 
agency must not form part of a registered 
architect’s practice. 

Lord Goddard said those in practice 
before 1931 had a right to be registered 
under the 1938 Act whether or not they 
Were also carrying on business as house 
agents. Parliament had not made it a con- 
dition that they would not engage in any 
other business. In 1932 Mr. Hughes was 
carrying on his other activities and there 
was nothing in the Act to disentitle him to 
registration on that account. 

; Before the 1938 Act was passed, continued 
the judge, it was clear that the council were 
anxious to prevent the carrying on of a 


business of surveyor or house agent with 
that of an architect. This was of concern 
to those like Mr. Hughes who practised as 
surveyors and architects. In January, 1937, 
however, the chairman of the council wrote 
to the Royal Institution of Chartered Sur- 
veyors, of which Mr. Hughes was a Fellow, 
saying nothing in the Bill being promoted 
for the 1938 Act would interfere with the 
activities of any person, save that he might 
not call himself an architect unless 
registered. 

‘Disgraceful conduct in his capacity as 
an architect is attributed to Mr. Hughes 
because he is doing, and asserting his right 
to do, the very thing which the president 
of the council informed the Royal Institu- 
tion of Chartered Surveyors that the pro- 
posed Act would not interfere with,’ said 
Lord Goddard. 

The council fixed a date beyond which it 
was said it would be misconduct to continue 
to combine the other businesses with that of 
an architect. It was not contended that in 
1932 the council could have refused to 
register Mr. Hughes because he was then 
practising as a house agent. 

‘If the action of the council can be upheld 
it means they could have registered him one 
day, notwithstanding that he practised also 
as a house agent, and on the next day 
removed him on that ground. That would 
be plainly absurd,’ said Lord Goddard, who 
added that the council had submitted it 
became ‘disgraceful’ for an architect to 
practise also as house agent once the general 
opinion of the profession decided against 
the practice. but if for reasons applicable 
to the individual concerned his conduct 
could not fairly be considered ‘ disgraceful ” 
as an architect, disapproval by other mem- 
bers of the profession could not make the 
conduct disgraceful. 

‘Considering the ground on which Par- 
liament gave the appellant the right to be 
registered, in my opinion he cannot be held 
guilty by any standard of “ disgraceful” 
conduct because he continued to practise 
in exactly the same way after registration 
as he had done before, and that practice 
did not disqualify him from registration.’ 
said his lordship. 

Lord Goddard said he would allow the 
appeal, quash the order removing Mr. 
Hughes’s name from the register, and order 
his name to be restored. 

Mr. Justice HILBERY agreed, and Mr. 
Justice DEVLIN, also agreeing, said: * What 
the council is trying to do is to enforce a 
code which has no legislative sanction and 
to coerce a minority which is free and 
unpledged. If in December, 1955, anyone 
had suggested that Mr. Hughes was behaving 
“ disgracefully.” he could have recovered 
heavy damages for defamation. But, it is 
said, when the clock struck midnight he 
began to sin. So high a degree of punctu- 
ality brings the point to absurdity. Disgrace 
is not something that gets brought in with 
the New Year.’

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Rise in Building Output 


INCREASE COMPARED WITH 1956 


HE value of building and civil engineer- 

ing work done during the first quarter 
of 1957 was £525m., according to provisional 
figures compiled by the Ministry of Works. 
These figures, together with a provisional 
index number of production for the first 
quarter of the year, and employment figures 
for April, 1957, have been issued by the 
Ministry of Works in advance of their pub- 
lication in the ‘Monthly Digest of 
Statistics.” 

Allowing for changes in cost. the Ministry 
of Works estimate that 6 per cent. more 
work was done in the first quarter of 1957 
than in the first quarter of 1956. The 


weather was unusually good for building 
in the first quarter of this year, employment 
was higher than a year ago, and the output 
per man also showed some increase. There 
has been some decline in total output since 
the end of last year, but this reflects mainly 
the normal seasonal drop in employment. 

The Board of Trade figures for the num- 
ber of industrial development certificates 
approved during the first three months of 
this year showed some decline, but the value 
of factory building actually carried out is 
being maintained at about the same level 
as last year. Housing activity has continued 
at a high level.

jor Scotland Recommendations to 
Local Authorities 


Local authorities are recommended 
by the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government and by the Depart- 
ment of Health for Scotland to consider 
the adoption of the same policy in rela- 
tion to all works projects as put into 
operation by the Ministry of Works. The 
text of the Circulars is as follows :— 

Ministry of Housing and _ Local 
Government (Circular No. 31/57): °1. 
[am directed by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government to draw attention 
to the following Parliamentary question 
addressed to the Minister of Works, and 
to his reply, which was printed in 
Hansard on April 30, 1957. 

‘Sir A. Bossom asked the Minister of 
Works whether he will make a statement 
regarding tenders for Government and 
other building contracts. 

‘Mr. Motson: My predecessor an- 
nounced in a reply to my hon. and gal- 
land Friend the Member for South Angus 
(Captain Duncan), on May 15, 1956, that 
my Department was to carry out an ex- 
periment in inviting tenders on a fixed 
price basis, that is to say, without the 
inclusion of cost variation clauses for 
labour and materials, for selected pro- 
jects of values not exceeding £100,000. 
This experiment has been successful, and 
| have discussed the matter with repre- 
sentatives of the building and civil en- 
gineering industries. 

‘The Government have now decided 
that in future all Government Depart- 
ments shall invite tenders on a fixed price 
basis for all works of building and civil 
engineering, irrespective of size, provided 
that they have been thoroughly planned 
in advance and that the estimated con- 
tract period is not more than two years. 
Local authorities and the nationalised 
industries will be invited by those of my 
ight hon. Friends concerned to adopt a 
similar policy. The Government hope 
that these steps will be a real contribu- 
tion to the stabilisation of costs and 
prices. 
‘2. The Associations of Local Autho- 
tities have been informed of this policy 
which Government Departments will be 
iollowing on their own contracts; and the 
Minister wishes to recommend to your 
authority that they should take similar 
action, in accordance with their indivi- 
dual circumstances, when letting future 
contracts for building or civil engineer- 
ing work.” . 

The circular, dated May 21, is signed 
by S. W. C. Phillips, Under-Secretary, 
and has been issued to local authorities, 
joint boards, and to statutory water com- 
panies (for information), England and 
Wales. “ 
Department of Health for Scotland 
(Circular 36/1957): ‘1. I am directed by 
the Secretary of State to draw your atten- 
lion to the answer given by the Minister 
of Works in the House of Commons on 
Tuesday, April 30, in reply to a Parlia- 
mentary question on the subject of fixed 


price tendering, i.e., tendering without 
the inclusion of cost variation clauses 
for labour or materials, for works pro- 
jects in respect of which Government De- 
partments invite tenders. 

‘2. The Secretary of State recom- 
mends local authorities to consider the 
adoption of the same policy in relation to 
all works projects for which they invite 


tenders. This recommendation  super- 
sedes that given in D.H.S. Circular No. 
59/1954, dated September 15, 1954, 


which related to building works contracts 
and which was concerned with firm prices 
for materials only. 

*3. To enable contractors to price ten- 


ders on a fixed price basis, the following 


points should be observed : — 

(a) It is essential that jobs should be 
thoroughly planned in advance so that 
work can both start and proceed with- 
out delay. 

(b) All the relevant 
drawings in the contract 
should be provided. 

(c) Subsequent variations should be 
cut to the minimum if they cannot be 
avoided entirely. 

(d) There should be no undue delay 
between the receipt of the tender and 
its acceptance. 

‘For his part, the Secretary of State 
will take all possible steps to ensure that 
tenders submitted to him for approval 
will be dealt with expeditiously.’ 

The circular, dated May 21, has been 
issued to town clerks, county clerks, offi- 
cial correspondents to the education 
authority, clerks to the joint committee 
(police), clerks to the fire area joint com- 
mittee, general managers, new town de- 
velopment corporation, and clerks to the 
water board or joint committee.

Wise Step. says Minister 


HE Minister of Works. Mr. Hugh 
Molson, referred to the Government 
plan to have a fixed price for contracts of 
under two years when he spoke at the Clay 
Convention banquet held in the Grand 
Hotel, Scarborough, recently. He said that, 
during the war and in the post-war years, 
contracts provided for increases in the price 
if wages and costs of materials increased. 
In future, the Government, local authorities 
and the nationalised industries were to ask 
for fixed prices for contracts to be com- 
pleted in two years. 

A reinforcement of unusual shape. which 
would help to place a limit on inflation, and 
he asked the clay industries to co-operate 
because the builder would want a fixed price 
for his materials if he had to stabilise his 
prices. Although as a result of the building 
drive they now had nearly as many houses 
as families, there were many working-class 
houses which had been built a long time ago. 
Many were now falling down and, apart 
from slum-clearance programmes, it was 
necessary to provide for the rehousing of the 
people in the old houses. 

This meant that the outlook was bright 
for the clay industry, and in his opinion 
bricks would continue to be used for decades 
as there would be a great demand for houses 
for a long time to come. He added that 
cost of transport was an important factor 
in the price of bricks. The railways had 
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been carrying out research into the unit load 
method which would reduce the cost of 
transport. Such reductions in cost would 
help to stabilise the cost of building, and 
this would have its effect on the cost of 
living. 

National President's Views 


Mr. LEONARD A. WALDEN, National 
president, speaking at the official luncheon 
of the Southern Counties Federation of 
Building Trades Employers’ half-yearly 
meeting at Worthing, Sussex, on Tuesday 
(May 28) said: * We agree that the policy of 
fixed price tendering is a sound one, but 
there is considerable doubt about the timing 
of the Government’s decision to revert to 
that policy and to advise the nationalised 
industries and local authorities to follow 
suit. 

~We all welcome. however, the conditions 
attached to this decision that the work must 
have been thoroughly planned in advance 
and that the estimated contract period must 
not be more than two years, and we share 
the view of the Mmister of Works that any 
alterations in the work after a contract has 
been placed must be kept to the minimum, 
that tenders must be accepted quickly after 
they have been received. and that the settle- 
ment of the final account should be speeded 
up. 

“We may well find it necessary, in order 
to ensure the full observance of these very 
important issues, to revise the contract con- 
ditions under which we work and the 
National Federation is giving urgent con- 
sideration to this.’ 


OBITUARY 
Gilbert Jenkins, FRIBA 


WE RECORD with much regret the 
death, which took place in London on 
May 24, of Mr. Gilbert H. Jenkins, 
FRIBA. He was 81. 

Born in 1875, Gilbert Henry Jenkins 
was educated at Queen’s College, Taun- 
ton, and became articled to the late John 
Watson, of Torquay, afterwards study- 
ing in London at the Architectural Asso- 
ciation and the Royal Academy Schools. 
He went into the late W. H. Romaine- 
Walker’s office in New Bond-street (in 
the days when silk hats were the correct 
headgear and the telephone was rigor- 
ously excluded from an architect's office 
as verging on the vulgar) as a junior, and 
was eventually taken into partnership. 
Together they carried out a great volume 
of work, including the Turner and 
Duveen wings to the Tate Gallery; Eton 
College War (1914-18) Memorial; houses 
at Exbury, Hants.; Grianaig, Killay; 
restoration of the Haymarket Theatre. 

Romaine-Walker’s interest in gardens was 
transmitted to Jenkins, and together they 
were responsible for many famous examples, 
such as at Luton Hoo, Great Fosters, Buck- 
land and Oroszvar Castle. Jenkins was a 
past-president of the Institute of Landscape 
Architects. and of the Architectural Asso- 
ciation. Since the 1945 war, he had been 
concerned with the restoration of several 
churches, including St. Paul, Shadwell, St. 
Mary. Paddington, and St. Stephen, Edin- 
burgh. He published several articles on 
garden design in the ‘AA Journal’ and in 
~The .Architectural Review. He main- 
tained his interest in professional matters to 
the last, and was a constant attender at 
general meetings of the RIBA and the AA. 
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IN PARLIAMENT 
By{Our Parliamentary Correspondent 
Development of Milford Haven 


TPHE one practical and constructive pro- 

posal which emerged from two days 
of acrimonious political debate in the 
Commons on May 15 and 16 on the 
Opposition’s motion of censure about the 
Government’s Suez _ policy was 
announcement about the development of 
Milford Haven as a major oil port in 
Europe. This was part of the wider plans 
for enlarging the facilities for the transport 
of larger quantities of oil from the Middle 
East to meet the growing demands of the 
future. 

Mr. MACMILLAN, the Prime Minister, in 
his reply to the Opposition motion, pointed 
out that this demand would increase in 
spite of the expansion of nuclear energy. 
The provision of additional pipelines as well 
as more and more tankers, were the chief 
methods of increasing the flow of oil. Al- 
ready there were studies being made about 
the construction of those pipelines, and as 
soon as plans had been prepared they would 
be submitted to the governments con- 
cerned, including those in the Middle East. 

With the construction of super tankers 
capable of carrying vast cargoes of oil 
through the canal, or round the Cape, the 
question of where they could discharge 
them arose. Adequate facilities had to be 
planned for ships of up to 80,000 or 100,000 
tons. Milford Haven. for which the 
Government were setting up a conservancy 
authority, looked like becoming a major 
European oil port. All these plans, for 
pipelines and more and bigger tankers, 
would involve an expansion in the steel in- 
dustry, the output of which was expected 
to rise by 60 per cent. by 1962. 

Close co-operation would be required be- 
tween the various Government departments 
and the private companies. He had 
decided to appoint a special adviser on the 
transport of Middle East oil, to assist him 
to concert and direct the activities of the 
Government agencies and to help him in 
ensuring that there was no avoidable delay in 
carrying these measures to fruition. 

He had selected for this duty Sir Matthew 
Slattery, chairman and managing director 
of Short Brothers and Harland, who would 
take up his duties at once. 

Mr. DESMOND DONNELLY, in whose con- 
Stituency Milford Haven is situated, was a 
little critical of the proposals. He asked 
whether the Government were satisfied with 
the arrangements for building the new 
tankers and the dockyards to accommodate 
them and whether these dockyards would 
be adequate for the demand in the next 15 
or 20 years. What physical stimulation 
were the Government giving to see that not 
only Milford Haven, but the other oil ports 
were being refurbished to take these super 
tankers? Where was the oil to be taken to, 
what arrangements were being made to re- 
move it from the ports. and what were the 
oil refinery arrangements? 

His impression of the Milford Haven 
Conservancy Authority was that while 
arrangements were being made for the dis- 
posal of the oil little was being done about 
practical stimulation for future develop- 
ment. 

It was still in the embryonic stage, but 
physical action was needed.

Consent Procedure, Power 


Stations 
HE Minister of Power told the House 
of Lords on May 20 during their 


consideration of the Electricity Bill in com- 
mittee that he was engaged on an examina- 
tion of the procedure in relation to the 
applications for consents to erect new 
power stations and transmission lines. He 
emphasised that this matter must be kept in 
perspective, but whether there should be 
inquiries by an independent inspector and 
whether the report of that inspector should 
be published, affected more than one 
Government department. He promised to 
consider all that had been said. 

He was replying to an amendment by 
Lord Lucas of Childworth which would 
have removed from the electricity boards 
the deemed planning’ permission § and 
brought the erection of transmission lines 
more under the control of Parliament. Lorp 
Lucas said that any Minister owed it to the 
public that every opportunity should be 
given to the people to safeguard their rights. 
before things were cut and dried. A public 
inquiry should be held by an independent 
person and the report published. 

Lord MILLS said that he was at one 
with Lord Lucas in ensuring that the damage 
to the landscape amenity was reduced to a 
minimum. At the same time he was 
responsible for seeing that the country got 
the power supply that was vital for its 
interests. He saw great difficulties in Lord 
Lucas’s proposals. among them the removal 
from the Minister of his powers to ensure 
that the electricity boards’ plans were in the 
best interests of the community. Those 
powers would be given to Parliament, and 
apart from the delay the plan was cumber- 
some. He was already in the middle of an 
examination to see what could be done to 
ensure that interests were consulted at the 
first possible moment, and not later on when 
the project might have been formulated. 

LorD TEYNHAM expressed dissatisfaction 
with the Minister’s explanation. He felt 
that the inquiry should be held by another 
person. Lorp Lucas said that the public 
would not be satisfied that they were getting 
a square deal. 

During discussion of another amendment 
by Lord Lucas to provide that the Generat- 
ing Board, Electricity Authority and area 
boards should have due regard to the 
preservation of natural beauty and land- 
scape amenity and giving the Minister power 
of direction, Lorp Hurcoms said that it 
should be accepted as part of public policy 
that in carrying out these works reasonable 
consideration should be given to those 
principles, 

Lorp MILLS admitted he was in favour 
of the principle in the amendment and he 
was aS anxious as anyone in the carrying 
out of the power programme which had to 
be done. If the standard of living of the 
country was to be maintained they must do 
their best to see that the amenities of the 
countryside were preserved. He could 
assure the House that the boards would be 
given orders to pay the greatest regard 
to the protection of amenities. Three 
distinguished architects had been appointed 
by the central authority to ensure that power

London Housing 


EMANDS for an inquiry into the 

function and administration of the 
London County Council, particularly their 
financial administration, which were made 
in the Commons on May 22, were resisted 
by Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government. The Minister 
was replying to a debate on the London 
County Council Powers (Bill), a private Bill 
promoted by the county council, seeking 
Parliamentary sanction to borrow £48m. for 
capital expenditure. Several Conservative 
members urged the House to instruct the 
committee to which the Bill would be sent 
to reduce the capital expenditure by £2m. 
or meet it out of current balances. 

Before the House dealt with this motion. 
there was some criticism of the county coun- 
cil’s policy in relation to the housing of the 
children of tenants of houses on their hous- 
ing estates. MR, ALBERT CoopeR thought 
it was wrong that the onus for such action 
should be put on the local authorities in 
which the estates were situated. He 
instanced the difficulties at liford, where, he 
said, there were two estates from which 
there was a growing waiting list for houses 
in the borough. Because all the available 
land had been used it was becoming almost 
impossible for Ilford to house its own 
people. 

: While recognising that the housing prob- 
lem of the LCC was exceptional, and 
probably one of their major worries, he 
contended that the county council were not 
entitled to solve the problem at the expense 
of other local authorities. He suggested that 
after a given period which could be settled 
by negotiation—from seven to 20 years after 
the establishment of the housing estate— 
Provision should be made for the local 
authority to acquire it and assume all finan- 
tial responsibilities for it. He assumed that 
for some time to come the LCC would be 
seeking to acquire land in various parts of 
Greater London and parts of the surround- 
ing counties. Therefore, he argued, when 
+ New estate was completed the local 
authority, in negotiation with the county 
council, should have the right to control a 
Proportion of the lettings of that estate. 
Peed ~ —_ _Proposals commended 
praia RC. W. GiBson, a former 
the LCC housing committee. 


He thought it ‘ somewhat unreasonable’ that 
the powers to build outside the county, 
which had been granted to the LCC by 
Parliament because of the particular diffi- 
culties which the county council encountered, 
should be handed over to other authorities. 
Some estates would create additional prob- 
lems because they were in the area of more 
than one local authority. He pointed out 
that the county council’s policy of permit- 
ting sons and daughters of their tenants to 
have a prior claim to empty houses on their 
estates had only been altered because of 
the great difficulty in housing those on the 
waiting lists. Of the latter there were more 
than 55,000 in the category of urgent, but 
of whom about only 2,000 would be housed. 

The county council had been refused the 
opportunity to buy new sites. The houses 
being built in out-county estates were almost 
all nearly completed, if they had not already 
been completed. The needs of London were 
greater than anywhere in the country, which 
meant that the LCC would have to keep 
what houses they had, but would have to 
get as many more as they possibly could if 
they were to solve their difficulties. 

Mr. SOMERVILLE HASTINGS sided with Mr. 
Cooper. It was desirable, he asserted, that 
all municipal housing in a borough should 
be owned by that borough. It would be 
easier for local government. If it was pos- 
sible negotiations should be conducted to 
see how far it would be practicable. When 
London embarked on housing and slum 
clearance schemes it was necessary to re- 
move the ‘denizens’ temporarily outside 
the county. Because of the decreased density 
that was desirable, many of the population 
could not be rehoused in the area from 
which they came which meant that many 
more houses were required outside the 
county. 

The debate on the instruction was moved 
by Mr. Geoffrey Rippon, who is a member 
of the LCC, and seconded by Mr. Henry 
Price, a former member of the council. Both 
wanted the Government to have an inquiry 
into London government, 

*‘ Uneconomic Operations * 

Mr. PRICE said that one aspect of the LCC 
housing programme which concerned him 
was the grossly uneconomic nature of the 
housing operations in recent years. The 
subsidy, which was borne by the rates, was 
more than twice the authorised subsidy, and 
sites were being acquired at such a high 
cost that the site cost per house or flat was 
more than the ultimate cost of building the 
flat or house. The case for a review of the 
way LCC were discharging their housing 
responsibilities was very strong. 

Mr. HERBERT Morrison recalled when 
Parliament had once * had a bit of fun’ with 
the LCC several years ago about the 
Waterloo Bridge. He did not agree with it. 
but it was straightforwardly done by striking 
out of the Bill a clause relating to the bridge. 
In that instance Parliament made a big 
mistake. Having denied the right of the 
council to borrow for the bridge it could 
not stop them, within their lawful powers, 
proceeding with the bridge. Everyone said 
what a beautiful bridge this was, and how 
wrong it was of Parliament to try to stop 
it being built. 

Mr. Brooke, in his reply. said that the 
instruction would not alter the Bill, which 
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would remain a request to borrow £48m., 
but if it were carried its effect would be 
to tell the LCC that they must drop the Bill 
or give an undertaking to rescind a decision 
they reached on their budget day and meet 
a portion of expenditure from balances. In 
the absence of such an undertaking the 
council would lose the opportunity of 
borrowing that money which would mean a 
drastic reduction of capital expenditure or 
having to meet the entire sum from revenue 
which would have disastrous consequences 
for the ratepayers. 

The motion to approve the instruction was 
withdrawn. 

‘THE GRANGE, FULHAM 
‘Past Saving,’ Says Minister 
(From a Correspondent) 

THE simplest way, in the damp British 
climate, of condemning an historic building 
to destruction is to obstruct the work of 
those who would take steps to put it into a 
good state of repair and leave time and 
weather to do their work until the building 
is riddled with decay. This is well demon- 
strated in the case of The Grange (Nos. 38 
and 40, North End-crescent) at Fulham, 
SW6, which Mr. Henry Brooke, the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, has, 
‘with regret,’ come to the conclusion it is 
no longer practicable to preserve. 

Mr. Brooke’s decision follows a local in- 
auiry in October, 1956, into (a) an applica- 
tion by the Fulham Borough Council, 
owners of The Grange, for consent to its 
demolition, and; (b) an appeal by Captain 
Evelyn Broadwood against the decision of 
the London County Council, as local plan- 
ning authority, to refuse planning permis- 
sion for the conversion of The Grange into 
2 maisonette and seven flats. 

A letter announcing the Minister’s deci- 
sion states that when Capt. Broadwood first 
put forward his proposal to purchase and 
restore The Grange the building was ‘fully 
deserving of preservation, particularly in 
view of the historic associations of No. 40, 
first with Samuel Richardson and then with 
Burne-Jones.’ For this reason the building 
preservation order was confirmed. Since 
that time, however, the property has 
deteriorated to a great extent and is now 
almost completely derelict. Further, while 
Capt. Broadwood is prepared to spend a 
very considerable sum of money on his 
scheme, his ability to carry it out depends 
on his reaching agreement with the Fulham 
BC on the price to be paid for the property. 
but there seems little prospect of his suc- 
ceeding in this. Had the Fulham BC been 
willing to come to terms with Capt. Broad- 
wood at the outset, and had the building 
not become the ruin it now is, there would 
in all probability have been a good chance 
of restoring it... The Minister has, however, 
come to the conclusion that The Grange is 
now in such a state that it is ‘ effectively past 
saving ’ and that accordingly no useful pur- 
pose would be served by his withholding 
consent for the Fulham BC to demolish it. 

Many will regret the passing of an 
irreplaceable historic building because its 
site happened to be convenient for the 
building of a few houses and flats, and it is 
to be hoped that public opinion will pre- 
vent similar delaying tactics being followed 
by other local authorities in like circum- 
stances.

MOW HOUSING 
Criticisms of Layout 


AS THE DEVELOPMENT of a_ large-scale 
building project at the new rocket testing 
station at Spaleadam_ proceeds, leading 
architects of the Ministry of Works will 
soon be called to investigate the new Minis- 
try of Works housing scheme in the area. 
They will be asked to confer with officials 
and members of the Border RDC to see that 
the highest practicable standards of plan- 
ning, architecture and amenities are main- 
tained in the building scheme. It follows a 
decision of the Border Council and com- 
plaints of the present ‘ appalling example of 
sprawling ’ in the scheme. 

Mr. Stephen Murray, a member of the 
Council, has been studying the plans of the 
proposed new housing estate beyond the 
Parkhead estate at Greenfield. Judging from 
plans, in his opinion, there was an appalling 
example of sprawling, as to get these houses 
it would be necessary to use long, narrow 
roads away from the shops, schools and 
pubs. He did not know what thought had 
gone into this matter but he hoped that in 
the near future the Housing and Town Plan- 
ning Committee of the Council would meet 
and discuss this thing as it would be a mistake 
to let them go ahead without full considera- 
tion. The people responsible had not con- 
sulted with them. 


OFFICIAL NOTIFICATION 


Imports of Screws and Bolts from 
Japan 


IN NoTicE TO IMPORTERS No. 814 dated 
April 3, 1957, the Board of Trade announced 
that the open general licence facilities 
accorded to imports from Western Europe 
would be extended to imports from Japan, 
subject to a published list of exceptions. 
Amongst the exceptions on this list was an 
item relating to bolts, nuts and screws from 
metal but by an oversight, screws for wood 
were omitted. 

This anomaly has now been remedied. 
With effect from May 27, 1957, neither 
bolts, nuts and screws for metal nor screws 
for wood will be admissible from Japan 
under the Open General Licence. Instead, 
a quota to the value of £15,000 has been 
established for the import of all these items 
from Japan in the period ending September 
30, 1957. Details about the issue of in- 
dividual licences against this quota are given 
in Notice to Importers No. 816 issued by 
the Import Licensing Branch on May 24.

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Supply of Technical Teachers 


SPECIAL € ‘OMMITTEE’S REPORT 


AORTY-SIX recommendations for im- 

proving the supply and training of tech- 
nical college teachers are given in a report, 
published on May 16 of a special 
committee set up by the Minister of Edu- 
cation in September, 1956, under the Chair- 
“astip of Dr. Willis Jackson. (The 
supply and Training of Teachers for 
Technical Colleges, HMSO, price 4s.) ; 

The achievement of the Government’s 
five-year plan to double the present number 
of technologists and technicians will require 
the employment within the technical col- 
ieces of 7,000 more full-time and 8,000 more 

part-time teachers by 1960-61. 

The main recommendations of the com- 
mittee include the following: 1. Industry 
must make an even greater contribution 
than it has been doing to the provision of 
technical teachers. It must be willing to 
accept, and indeed to encourage and assist, 
the transfer to full-time teaching work of 
experienced staff members it can ill afford 
to lose, as the only means of ensuring a 
much augmented supply of junior recruits 
of high quality. It must become common- 
place for individuals to move from indus- 
tral to teaching employment, and _ vice 
versa, or for them to be fully recognised 
members of both at the same time. For 
some years industry must be prepared to 
lose more than it may appear to gain. 

Part-time Teaching 

Unless employers are prepared to arrange 
on a greatly increased scale for suitable 
members of their staff to teach part-time 
during the day in the technical colleges, the 
colleges may find it impossible to make the 
educational provision which industry will 
require. ‘We are aware, says the com- 
mittee, ‘of the difficulties of releasing staff 
in this way, but it is in the vital interests 
of industry that these difficulties should be 
overcome.’ In particular, carefully selected 
senior staff members of industry, commerce 
and Government departments should be 
brought into close and responsible associa- 
tion with the academic activities of the 
Colleges of Advanced Technology and the 
Regional Colleges through part-time 
appointments carrying a special status and 
title. They might be designated Special 
Lecturers and Readers. 

2. The committee have concluded that 
under the scales for technical college 
teachers fixed by the Burnham Committee, 
teachers’ salaries need not compare un- 
favourably with salaries paid in industry. 
But local education authorities are urged to 
use to the full their discretion in the grading 
of posts, and their power to grant incre- 
ments for previous experience. 

Transfer from industrial employment to 
full-time teaching is often hampered by 
considerations concerning pension rights, 
and the committee consider it desirable, 
Whenever possible, that industrial pension 
schemes should provide for a paid-up policy 
'o be granted to staff who resign to take 
up teaching, so that a pension would be due 
'o them on their eventual retirement. 

_3. The committee detail a number of 
actors affecting the conditions of employ- 
ment within the colleges which they con- 


sider require attention to make technical 
teaching more attractive to men of out- 
standing ability and qualification. These 
include more adequate provision of clerical, 
laboratory and research assistants and im- 
proved opportunities for periodic return to 
industry to gain further professional ex- 
perience, for the carrying out of remunera- 
tive consulting work, and for participation 
in scientific and technological conferences. 

4. The quality of teaching is no less im- 
portant than the number of teachers, and 
the facilities for technical teacher training 
must be improved and extended. The three 
technical training colleges of Bolton, Hud- 
dersfield and Garnett (London) require new 
buildings including residential accommoda- 
tion, and the number of places should be 
raised from the present figure of about 300 
to S00. 

Their one-year pre-service courses should 
be supplemented by a new form of course 
for teachers already in service. This should 
consist of three terms, conceived as a whole 
but capable of being taken a term at a time 
at intervals of, say, a year. 

Improved rates of grant should be pro- 
vided for pre-service students, and in-service 
trainees should retain their salary and be 
given free tuition and an allowance towards 
the additional cost of maintenance. Suc- 
cessful completion of a one-year course 
should carry a salary addition for certain 
grades of teacher. 

It is also recommended that part-time 
day, evening and weekend training courses 
should be developed for both full and part- 
time teachers. 

5. A residential staff should be 
established to enable senior college staff to 
study the teaching, administrative and 
technical problems of further education in 
conjunction with representatives of industry, 
universities, government establishments and 
schools. A governing body and a director 
of studies should be appointed at once. 

6. More use might be made in the 
technical colleges of late entrants drawn 
from the Armed Forces and the Scientific 
Civil Service, and more attention given to 
the employment of married women, and of 
men of long and wide experience on their 
retirement from industry and elsewhere. 

7. A permanent Advisory Committee on 
the supply and training of teachers should 
be established. It should include represen- 
tatives of the local education authorities, 
area training organisations, technical teacher 
colleges, and industry and commerce. 

8. Imaginative national publicity is re- 
quired about the need of our technical col- 
leges for additional teachers of high quality. 
about the salary scales and conditions of 
service and about the opportunities for 
training, and this should be supported by 
improved forms of local advertisement for 
individual posts.

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BOOK 


THE PLASTIC METHODS OF STRUCTURAL 
AnNALysis. By B. G. Neal. Pp. 353. 
(London: Chapman & Hall, Ltd.) Price 


45s. 
[N recent years extensive tests and 
analytical research have enabled a new 
conception of structural design to be for- 
mulated. Although applicable to all duc- 
tile materials, the method is of the greatest 
significance in the design of structural steel- 
work. Mild steel loaded in tension or com- 
pression behaves elastically to a _ well- 
defined yield stress after which a further 
increase in load causes greatly increased 
deformation, but with a sensibly constant 
stress, until failure occurs. 


In a beam this means that at the position 
of greatest stress a kind of hinge will be 
formed as the load increases and the stress 


passes beyond the elastic range of the 
material. As the load increases this hinge 
rotates allowing the less highly-stressed 


parts of the beam to come into play. Con- 
sideration of a beam fixed at its ends, as in 
a portal frame, shows the advantage to the 
designer of this approach. For such a 
beam, uniformly loaded, the stress at the 
supports calculated by conventional 
methods is twice that at the centre. 


However, tests indicate that failure does 
not take place until the stresses at the sup- 
ports and at the centre are about the same, 
increasing loads causing the ends of the 
beam to deform more than the centre and 
thus distributing the load-carrying capacity 
of the beam towards the centre. Plastic 
methods of analysis predict this state of 
affairs and allow a more accurate computa- 


tion of the load causing failure. While it 
is obviously desirable that the most 
accurate methods of design available 


should be used it might well be asked if 
the proposed method has any practical 
advantage. 


The advantages are two-fold: first there 
is economy both in materia! and in cost, 
for example for the beam previously men- 
tioned the plastic design shows a saving of 
16 per cent. of the weight required by the 
elastic design; secondly, the tedious calcu- 
lations required for the elastic analysis of 
any but the simplest structure are consider- 
ably reduced and simplified. 


Very few books are available describing 
the method, and this has hindered its adop- 
tion. Dr. Neal’s book goes far to proviae 
the necessary information. About half the 
book is devoted to an exposition of the 
basic principles, the remainder describes the 
various methods of plastic design and states 
the range of their applicability and limita- 
tions. There are chapters on the estimation 
of deflection and on minimum-weight 
design. Proofs of various theorems are 
given in appendices. 


It is a clearly written book providing the 
maximum of information in a somewhat 
academic manner, but not less worthy for 
that. Practical advantages of the methods 
might have been stressed by side-by-side 
comparisons of elastic and plastic designs 


for the same structures, but it is a book 
which should not be neglected by the: 
practising engineer.

REINFORCEMENT 


4 Czechoslovakian Development 


ue economics of reinforced concrete are 
steadily becoming more refined, though 
sill representing a factor with regard to 
which further progress 1s possible. Quality 
of steel and form of rod are two aspects of 
reinforcement which may be linked: in the 
search for economy. 

A reinforcement of unusual shape, which 
js claimed to afford several advantages, is 
the Czechoslovak *Roxor’ (patent 55,365). 
It has been proving itself in use, over

reinforcement 





a period of time now, both for building 
construction and public works, e.g., bridges. 
In section, ‘ Roxor’ has the shape of a cross 
with symmetrical arms. It has four longi- 
tudinal ribs with cross ‘fins.’ This design 
prevents movements of the reinforcement in 
concrete in any direction and under any 
stress. Adhesion is apparently good enough 
for the usual hooks to be dispensed with. 
The rod is produced in diameters of from 
5/16 in. to 23 in. and lengths of from 59 ft. 
to'105 ft. according to range of diameter. 
The steel has a minimum yield point of 24 
tons per sq. in. at minimum tensile strength 
of 31 tons per sq. in., and its minimum 
elongation is 18 per cent. Two qualities are 
made, one being readily weldable. 

The steel, being highly ductile, stands con- 
siderable cold bending in diameters of up 
to 1 3/32 in.; heavier sections are bent hot. 
Welding is stated to be quite simple. The 
chief claim made for ‘ Roxor’ relates to its 
high yield point. According to the Czecho- 
slovak building code, this allows for per- 
missible stresses of up to 12 tons per sq. in. 
in the concrete structure. In turn, this 
makes for savings of 35-45 per cent., as com- 
pared with what would be required with 
normal reinforcement, and economies also 
in transport, materials used and labour 
involved.

INQUIRY BUREAU 
Refusal to Pay Builder’s Claim 
in Excess of Licence Figure 


Q.—We erected a detached house under 
exceptional conditions for a client. The 
architect prepared plans only and had no 
further interest in the job; there was no 
specification or bills of quantities. Plans 
were approved by the local authority in 1951. 
We undertook to build the house in accord- 
ance with plan, giving a verbal quotation 
only, and applied for a building licence on 
owner’s behalf for the sum of £2,900. The 
licence was granted for £2,700. Later, a 
supplementary licence was applied for and 
granted for a further £900, making the total 
licence for £3,600. 

During the erection of the house, frequent 
alterations were made to client’s instructions 
and the floor area was increased by nearly 
200 f.s. An amended plan was submitted to 
council and accepted without remark. The cost 
of builder’s work, including externals, was 
£4,200. This did not include work carried 
out by owner, namely, plumbing work and 
materials; slater’s work and materials; heat- 
ing work and materials; and wall tiling and 
sundry materials. 

The cost of this work carried out by owner 
is unknown to us. 

The position now is briefly as follows: 
The client declares he has been overcharged, 
has paid £3,400 and after much pressing, has 
offered to pay without prejudice a further 
£400 as final payment. We have had quanti- 
ties taken off and priced, and this bill of 
quantities has been through the hands of a 
chartered quantity surveyor who considers 
our prices fair and reasonable. 

We believe the owner considers himself 
protected against our bill by the amount 
granted by licence. Are we in a position to 
succeed in our claim? Should we take pro- 
ceedings, or are we vulnerable to risk of pro- 
ceedings against us for exceeding the licence 
in view of the work that was carried out?

A.—It is a well-established principle that 
a builder cannot recover the cost of work 
done in excess of a building licence if the 
client refuses to pay. The builder is not even

entitled to add the amount of the licence- 
free allowance to the amount of the licence: 
See Dennis & Co. v. Munn (1949). 

It has, however, been held that the builder 
can take advantage of the licence-free allow- 
ance to claim for extras not covered by the 
original specification but separately ordered: 
See Brewer Street Investments v. Barclays 
Woollen Co. (1953). It was suggested in this 
latter case that the builder might not be 
able to take advantage of the free allowance 
if the extras were closely involved with the 
original specification. It is not clear where 
the line should be drawn, and in any event 
the onus of proof would be on the building 
owner. I appreciate that in the present case 
there was no specification, so that the scope 
of the original contract works would have to 
be judged by reference to the plans and any 
conversations between the parties. 

I am of opinion that, as a matter of law, 
the builders would still be open to prosecu- 
tion or indictment.

Smoky Chimneys 


Q.—A _ problem regarding smoking 
chimneys has arisen in bungalows being 
built by my council. The chimney in ques- 
tion is the living room where a Redfyre No. 
4 Backboiler unit with all-night burning 
grates are fitted. The floor is of thermo- 
plastic tiles; the doors and windows are a 
very good fit. The height of the chimney 
pot from the top of the fire opening is 
16 ft. and there is a straight flue. 

The chief (or only) cause appears to be a 
partial vacuum and I am considering fitting 
air bricks to overcome the difficulty. There 
are two external walls where air bricks can 
be inserted, one opposite the chimney 
breast and one flank wall at right angles to 
the breast wall. The problem is to know 
in which position to fit the air brick so as 
not to cause any undue draught to the 
occupants.

A.—Much attention has been given to 
the problem of smoking chimneys. The 
Coal Utilisation Council and the Building 
Research Station have, over the last few 
years, given particular attention to the prob- 
lems that have arisen as a result of fixing 
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an otherwise satisfactory solid fuel 
appliance. 


The effectiveness of the appliance is 
dependent upon an adequate supply of air 
and where windows, doors, etc., are a per- 
fect fit and floors are solid it is often the 
case that insufficient air is available to 
allow the appliance to function correctly. 
In such cases where the work has been com- 
pleted, then the inclusion of air bricks into 
the room would help considerably. If it 
is not possible to insert the air brick within 
the wall containing the breast, then I would 
suggest the wall at right angles to it but 
keeping it right up in the course. 

It is noted that the problem has arisen in 
bungalows being built and therefore it may 
be possible for all future bungalows to be 
treated differently. In the first instance 
attention should be given to the flue itself 
The most common cause of smoky 
chimneys is that the throat over the opening 
is too large. There are now many makers 
who produce a unit that may be incor- 
porated into the breast as the work is built. 
This method of restricting the throat has 
resulted in many previously smoky 
chimneys giving no further trouble. 


A further addition that has been made, 
with good results, is to put beneath the 
solid floor, prior to laying, a 4 in. stone- 
ware drainpipe running from the outside 
wall and terminating with a small coarse 
grill at the fireplace, either in the skirting 
or flush with the floor. The purpose of 
this would be to provide for additional air 
circulation to the fire appliance. I suggest 
your correspondent may care to refer to 
Building Digest No. 18, which gives some 
very valuable information on the subject.

Suitable Laboratory Floor 


Q.—We would welcome your advice as 
to a suitable flooring materia] for a metal- 
lurgical laboratory as an alternative to 
granolithic or quarries.

A.—Since a metallurgical laboratory is 
certain to contain machinery requiring 
lubricants and the use of acids, it 
suggests that the most _ satisfactory 
flooring would be acid resisting mastic 
asphalt. It is assumed the _ sub-floor 
is concrete and it will be found that asphalt 
will not only provide a durable floor but 
will also be warm and easy to the feet. 


It has a further advantage of being easily 
cleaned with very little dust disturbance. 
The National Asphalt and Mine-Owners 
and Manufacturers’ Council, 94-98, Petty 
France, SW1, would be pleased to recom- 
mend a suitable grade of asphalt and sug- 
gest names of firms who would carry out 
the work under guarantee.

About two years ago we were invited to 
deal with this menace at The Empire, Chis- 
wick, where the pigeons roosted on project- 
ing string courses, pediments, etc. First we 
adopted a mastic claimed by the makers as 
a successful deterrent for about three years, 
by which time an alternative roosting site 
would have been adopted—this, however, 
failed. We then fixed a zinc flashing at an 
angle of about 60 deg. covering the ledge, 
and this has been completely successful.

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LCC 
Housing Development Revieweg 


HE London County Council, at their 
meeting on Tuesday (May 28) received 
a joint report from the housing and finance 
committees on the annual estimates, 1957. 
58. The report concluded a survey of the 
Council’s operations and an estimate of 
future trends. Following are extracts from 
the report. 


Summary of the Council's operations 
In a review of the Council’s post-war hous- 
ing operations, the committees say that from 
the end of the war to March 31, 1957, gros 
capital expenditure on the acquisition of 
land under housing powers was abou 
£13,500,000; on the development of sites fo; 
permanent housing about £161,000,000: and 
on the provision of temporary housing 
accommodation about £2,000,000. The 
total area of the post-war sites acquired and 
developed, being developed or ready for 
development on March 31, 1957, was 
1,903 acres in the county and 5,528 acres 
outside the county. Further sites totalling 
720 acres have been approved for housing 
purposes (679 acres in the county and 4] 
acres outside the county) and some of these 
have already been acquired. In all, these 
sites provide space for more than 119,000 
new dwellings, of which 88,634 were built 
or being built at March 31, 1957. 

In the same period 77,752 new permanent 
dwellings were constructed at the Council's 
estates, 7,865 temporary houses were pro- 
vided, 7,934 seriously war-damaged and 
uninhabitable dwellings were _ restored, 
2.913 war-destroyed dwellings were rebuilt 
and 344 dwellings were provided from con- 
versions and adaptations, making a total of 
96,808 new and rebuilt dwellings. 

Maintenance estimates.—-The _ estimates 
have been prepared on the assumption that 
about 189,680 permanent and_ temporary 
houses and flats will have been completed 
by March 31, 1958, and that the average 
number available for occupation during the 
year will be 187,165. There are also about 
2,000 occupied dwellings in __ property 
acquired for redevelopment and about 2,950 
in estates acquired for improvement and 
conversion, making an estimated total num- 
ber of 194,630 dwellings under the Housing 
Committee’s management at the end of the 
financial year 1957-58. 

The amounts to be voted which relate 
solely to expenditure under the control of 
the housing committee total £16,450,000, an 
increase of £1,644.620 over those for 1956- 
57. The main reasons for this are an addi- 
tion of nearly 5,000 in the number of 
dwellings to be maintained; an increase in 
the contributions to the metropolitan 
borough councils, and increases in wages 
and the cost of materials. The total cost 
of housing is estimated at £24,375,655 in 
1957-58, compared with £22,328,545 in 
1956-57. 

Future development—The — Council’s 
housing activities inside the county must 
necessarily continue to be directed to the 
redevelopment of sites mainly occupied by 
obsolescent properties, and the net gain of 
new accommodation resulting from_ this 
redevelopment will therefore be small. 
Slum clearance, though providing some sites 
for housing development, will continue to 
make heavy demands: on available housing 
accommodation because: of the large num- 
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ber of persons to be displaced and because 
many of the areas to be cleared are not in 
residential Zones. Attention is being given 
to the acquisition of further areas suitable 
for the combined operation of rehabilitation 
and redevelopment and the search for land 
which might be made available for housing 
purposes continues, but, as envisaged in the 
Development Plan, the Council must in the 
main look to new and expanded towns for 
much of the new accommodation it will 
need in the future. 

Progress with developments in expanded 
towns improved during the year because of 
additional financial aid offered to receiving 
authorities by the Council. In addition to 
nomination agreements under which 1,180 
families have been accommodated, two 
agreements have been reached under which 
the Council will undertake the development 
as agent for the receiving authority and 
plans for building in 1958 are going for- 
ward. Three similar agreements have 
reached an almost conclusive stage. 

An amendment on capital estimate 13 
that the following words be added, was 
moved by Mr. CoLiN MANN and seconded 
by the Hon. Mrs. TREVOR ROSE: * But that 
it be an instruction to the housing com- 
mittee to use the money voted in such a 
way as (a) to effect radical changes in the 
Council’s present unsuccessful and wasteful 
system of siting and building shops, (b) to 
provide for the construction of shops, suit- 
able in size and rent to meet the needs of 
the small shopkeepers displaced by clear- 
ance operations, and (c) to take account of 


changes in the shopping habits of the 
public.’ 
Miss MADGE DUGDALE, seconded by 


Mr. G. J. SMitH, moved that the following 
words be added to estimate 63 (repairs to 
dwellings): ‘That the amount be reduced 
by not less than £100,000 so that the 
Council’s expenditure on repairs may, by 
efficiency and sound management, be 
brought closer to the expenditure of com- 
parable authorities.’ 
Strand Widening Scheme 

THE TOWN PLANNING COMMITTEE, in their 
report, stated that the widening of 
that section of the Strand, between George- 
court and Villiers-street, has to await the 
construction of a retaining wall which will 
be formed as part of a building to be erected 
on the adjoining land. The work of incor- 
porating in the highway the strip of Char- 
ing Cross Station forecourt is affected by 
the decision as to the construction of sub- 
ways, for which the Council is now seeking 
powers, and the widening of the remaining 
portion of the section between Villiers-street 
and Craven-street will be carried out at the 
same time. The section between Craven- 
street and Northumberland-street can now 
be widened in accordance with arrange- 
ments made many years ago with the 
occupiers of the single-storey buildings Nos. 
5, 6, 9 and 10 to set back their premises to 
the final building line. It is hoped that 
work on this section can be started in July, 
1957, and completed by the end of October, 
1957. Arrangements have also been made 
with the public utility undertakers to carry 
out the necessary alterations to their appara- 
tus so as to fit in with the programme for 
the building alterations and paving works, 
thus avoiding any further disturbance when 
the remainder of the widening is under- 
taken. 


The estimated cost of the road widening 
works (other than subways) for the complete 
widening between George-court and North- 
umberland-street is £50,000, including 
£4,500 for the road works to be undertaken 
on the first section this year (the West- 
minster City Council is being asked whether 
it will undertake this work) and £15,000 for 
all the public utility undertakers’ works and 
preliminary expenses for the scheme 
generally. The Minister of Transport has 
given approval in principle to this improve- 
ment and formal notification of grant is 
now awaited. 

The committee also reported that arrange- 
ments have been made for a detailed survey 
of pedestrian movement in the vicinity of 
Charing Cross main-line station to be under- 
taken by Mass Observation, Ltd., at a cost 
not exceeding £1,250. The committee think 
that the results of the survey should help 
when details of the subways in respect of 
which powers are now being sought are 
considered. 


RIBA Objection to By-law 


Amendments 
THe London Building (Constructional) 
By-Laws, 1952 amending By-Laws, 1956, 


were the subject of a report by the town 
planning committee. 

The Council on February 7, 1956, says 
the report, approved amending by-laws 
under the London Buildings Acts, 1930-39, 
relating to the cladding (i.e., the facing of 
the walls) of buildings and the protection 
of structural steelwork. The proposed by- 
laws were advertised and copies were sent 
to the appropriate authorities, bodies and 
persons so that any objections could be 
lodged with the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government. To meet a number of 


objections received, the committee suggest 
certain amendments of detail which are 
acceptable to the objecting bodies. Other 


objections have been withdrawn after dis- 
cussions with the bodies concerned 

One objection, however, by the Royal 
Institute of British Architects was not with- 
drawn and was considered by the Minister 
as prescribed by the London Building Act 
(Amendment) Act, 1935. This objection 
related to a provision whereby the approval 
of the district surveyor would be necessary 
for the materials, thickness and manner of 
fixing and support of any cladding to a 
building: the Institute contended that these 
matters should be dealt with centrally by 
the Council to secure uniformity and to 
facilitate the compiling of a body of know- 
ledge on the subject. 

The Minister has considered the proposed 
by-law in the light of the Institute’s objec- 
tion and has decided that the by-law should 
be made in the form proposed by the 
Council, with amendments of detail to meet 
other objections. The Committee propose 
that the by-laws, as amended and as altered 
in accordance with the decisions of the 
Minister, shall now be made and shal} come 
into operation on September 1, 1957. 


Blackwall Tunnel Duplication 


FURTHER representations have been made 
to the Minister of Transport by the town 
planning committee urging him to make an 
early decision on when work on the duplica- 
tion of Blackwall Tunnel can begin, with a 
view to its being included in the Council’s 
road programme. ‘The Minister has been 
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asked to receive representatives of the 
Council to discuss the matter. The urgency 
of the scheme is reinforced by the need for 
an improvement of the ventilation system in 
the existing tunnel. 


Acquisition of Disused Railway 

‘THE ‘TOWN PLANNING COMMITIEE 
reported that provisional terms have been 
agreed with the British Transport Com- 
mission for the acquisition of about 48 
acres of land (formerly the Southern Region 
line which ran from the Crystal Palace high 
level station to the junction near Nunhead 
station) extending along 3} miles, and run- 
ning through the metropolitan boroughs of 
Lambeth, Lewisham, Camberwell and 
Deptford. In addition to the Crystal 
Palace station there are three other disused 
stations (Lordship-lane, Honor Oak and 
Upper Sydenham) and two tunnels. The 
total estimated cost of acquisition including 
incidental expenses is £35,000. 


Drive to Cut Fire Casualties 

A CAMPAIGN to focus attention on 
fire risks in London’s old _ buildings 
was launched by the LCC on May 21. 
First step to be taken in this new drive 
to cut loss of life and property by fire, 
is a building-to-building survey in western 
Soho and part of Shoreditch. 

Mr. I. J. HAYWarpb, leader of the LCC, 
stated that the campaign was in part 
aimed at fire prevention but the major 
emphasis was on means of escape if fire 
occurred. ‘ We don’t want to start a panic 
in London, but we do want to make 
everybody fire conscious. 

‘One in every four buildings in 
London,’ he went on, ‘is more than 85 
years old and two in three of the rest 
were built before 1914. Many have been 
adapted for all sorts of uses for which 
they were never intended, without a 
thought being given to providing ade- 
quate means of escape. With their dry 
timbers and woodwork, and _ other 
hazards, they are real fire traps.’ 

Mr. R. Epmonps, chairman of the 
Town Planning Committee stated that 
the problem did not affect the many 
thousands of ordinary two-storey houses 
in London. Nor was there much of a 
problem with any new buildings. * What 
gives us cause for sound concern is the 
fact that there are in London many 
thousands of older buildings which 
either through ignorance or neglect—con- 
stitute a very high fire risk with a very 
high degree of possible danger to life and 
limb.’ 

Mr. Edmonds went on to say that the 
present estimate showed that there might 
be as many as 30,000 to 40,000 properties 
with inadequate means of escape. This 
was based on estimates provided by 
district. surveyors and _ metropolitan 
borough councils. 

Mr. F. M. Detve, Chief Officer of the 

London Fire Brigade, disclosed that the 
number of fires in London is increasing 
yearly. 
Two leaflets, ‘Escape from Fire’ and 
‘Why Burn to Death?’ are being circu- 
lated, the first for those engaged in the 
building industry, insurance companies 
and property owners, the second for 
school children.

Santiago area. The plant will have a gene- 
rating capacity of 40,000 kW. Approximately 
25,000 hectares of land will be brought under 
irrigation and another 30,000 hectares of 
land already under irrigation will benefit. 


The survey will be undertaken by a 
firm of Dominican engineers. ... A new 
contract has been signed between the 


Dominican Government and the Alcoa Ex- 
ploration Company in amplification of a 
former one. This provides for the supply 
of 850,000 tons of bauxite annually to the 
Dominican Government over a period of 
15 years’ for processing in an aluminiurn 
plant to be constructed and operated in the 
Republic, either by the Government or by 
a third party. 
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HONG KONG.—Two three-storey car 
parks are to be built of reinforced concrete 
in Hong Kong. They will be the first such 
car parks to be used in the colony. Piling 
has been going on, and tenders have been 
called for the first of these structures, to be 
put up in the central district, and to hold 
496 cars inside, plus 18 under ramps outside 
the superstructure. 


HONG KONG.—Tenders are _ being 
invited for the construction of a reinforced 
concrete pier at the Government Stores, 
North Point, Hong Kong; to plans by the 
Port Works Office of PWD. The pier will 
be 200 ft. in length along the foreshore, and 
will extend 25 ft. out to sea. . . . Messrs. 
Cheong Hing and Co., have been awarded 
a cortract for the construction of a block of 
quarters for the Chinese staff of the Star 
Ferry Co., in Tsing Chan-street, Matauwei- 
road, Kowloon, together with a clubroom 
and recreation facilities. The contract 
period is six months, and the architect is 
Mr. Eric Cumine, FRIBA, AA.Dip, of 
Embassy Court, Hong Kong. The flats will 
be six storeys high, each unit being of 
510 sq. ft., giving accommodation for 50 
families. Provision has been made in 
planning the site for a second and identical 
block to be erected in the future... . Mr. 
Cumine is also the architect for a new club- 
house for the Chinese Recreation Club, at 
Causeway Bay: the contract for which has 
been awarded to Messrs. King Ziang Kee. 
The clubhouse will adjoin, and supersedes, 
a 1912 heavy Victorian building, and is to 
be long and sleek by contrast. Accom- 
modation comprises a 70 ft. x 24 ft. lounge- 
dining room, 95 ft. x 10 ft. wide verandah, 
changing rooms, etc., and is expected to take 
six months to complete. Director of 
Public Works, Mr. John Forbes, has 
announced that a site survey is now in hand 
for a new Divisional Police Station at Tsun 
Wan, in the junction of the Shing Mun and 
Castle Peak roads, fast developing industrial 
area in the New Territories. Working 
drawings are being started by the Architec- 
tural Office of the PWD. Funds allocated 
for this station, in the current estimates, 
total $2m. ... The Director also announced 
that a standard plan for a district fire station 
had been evolved by the chief architect, 
PWD, estimated to cost about $500,000, 
depending on site works; and that four such 
stations were in various stages of considera- 
These are at North Point, where site 


tion. 

works are being carried out, Yuen Long 
and Ma Tau Chung, where surveys are 
almost complete: and Tsun Wan, where 


negotiations for a site are being made... . 
The Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank head 
office in Des Voeux-road, Hong Kong; 
designed by Messrs. Palmer and Turner, 
FRIBA, and completed in the early 1930s, 
has a ceiling in the main banking hall of 
Venetian Mosaic which has always attracted 
considerable attention from the Colony’s 
visitors.

The Board have 
awarded the contract for the Faisaliyah 
Regulator to a British firm whose tender was 
the lowest of five.- The Regulator is ex- 
pected to take two years to build and will 
be used for irrigation of the Diwaniyah 
farming area. ... The contract for the con- 
struction of the Khadimain by-pass road to 
the Mansur Construction Co., Ltd., (Rashid- 
street, Bagdad) and the United Construction 
Co., Ltd. (Pachachi Building, Bagdad)... . 
It is understood that tender documents are 
being prepared by the Development Board 
for a new sugar factory at Sulaimaniyah to 
produce 15,000 to 20,000 tons of refined 
sugar a year.... Ammonio Casale (Swiss) 
have been selected by the Development 
Board as consultants for a fertiliser plant at 
Basra with an initial capacity of 250,000 
tons of ammonium sulphate a year. .. . The 
Development Board’s Technical Section No. 
3 has been authorised to study plans for 
the construction of a caustic soda plant, 
which will also produce chlorine, and for 
the construction of a plastics plant for 
which natural gas will be used. 


KENYA.—A contract for the reconstruc- 
tion of Government-road, Nairobi, has been 
placed with W. and C. French, Ltd. The 
City Engineer in charge is Mr. A. B. Salmon, 
MICE, the City Hall, the chief assistant 
engineer being Mr. R. A. Roberts, MIMunB. 
Much multi-storeyed building is expected to 
follow. Over £8m. worth of private build- 
ings plans (exclusive of local government, 
Government and High Commission con- 
struction) were passed in Council last year. 


MALAYA.—A Singapore company, Koh 
Han Kok Bank of China Building, plan to 
open a factory, either in Singapore or in the 
Federation of Malaya during 1957, for the 
manufacture of concrete water and sewage 
pipes by the Rocla system. The company 
is undertaking the project in conjunction 
with the Low Yat Construction Co., Ltd., 
Kuala Lumpur, and Rocla Pipes, Ltd., 
Melbourne. ... The Singapore City Council 
has approved plans for a $15m. power 
station to be set up on the site of the old 
St. James Power Station. It is understood 
that the Council has authorised that six 
6,000 kW. gas generator units should be 
bought in the United Kingdom. Plans have 
not yet been accepted for the original $51m. 
scheme to extend the Pasir Panjang Power 
Station. Preliminary work on the $16m. 
steam power station at Tanjong Kling, 
Malacca, has now been completed. ... Con- 
struction work on Penang’s first big dam 
is planned to start towards the end of 1957. 
The total cost of the work is estimated at 
about $15m. and it is hoped that it can be 
completed in three to four years. The dam 
will be about 150 ft. high and 1,200 ft. 
across. The new reservoir will increase the 
quantity of water available by six million 
gallons a day. . . . In conjunction with 


the scheme for a main trunk road linking 
Brunei Town with Kuala Belait, the Brunei 
Government plans to build four new bridges 
at a total cost of $24m.... 


NEW ZEALAND.—Wellington is in the 
middle of the greatest building boom in its 


history involving expenditure, on _ the 
original permit figures, of more than 
£4,500,000. In many parts of the city major 


buildings are transforming the skyline to 
meet the acute demand for commercial and 
Other space. Work is to begin soon on 
New Zealand’s biggest building, a £1m. 140- 
foot-high, Government department build- 
ing, for which tenders are now being called. 
Many unusual construction features of this 
building are arousing interest throughout 
the world. A £50,000 Maori Community 
Centre is being planned for Turangawaewae 
Maori village, the headquarters of King 
Koroki at Ngaruawahia. The centre will 
be used largely for youth activities and to 
foster and preserve Maori traditions. Volun- 
tary subscriptions are being sought. 


NORTHERN RHODESIA .—Big building 
developments in Northern Rhodesia are 
reported by Barclays Bank DCO Overseas 
Review, May issue. 

Plans passed by the Ndola Municipal 
Council during March totalled £425,972, and 
included 38 units of European housing to 
be erected by private enterprise at a cost 
of £83,900, and a block of shops, offices and 
flats to cost £150,000. In Kitwe, plans 
totalling £360,716 were passed during March, 
and included European housing for the 
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Northern Rhodesia Government to cost 
some £240,000. Recent tenders accepted by 
the Northern Rhodesia Government include 
European housing at Lusaka and Broken Hil} 
costing a total of nearly £117,000. A reyiey 
of development in progress in Lusaka shoyg 
that some of the most modern buildings jp 
the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland 
are now under construction there at a total 
cost of almost £1m. ; 


PORTUGUESE WEST AFRICA —it hy 
been reported that a company known x 
*Comfabril’ is to set up a factory at Luang 
for the manufacture of nitrogenous fertilisers 
from the by-products of the oil refinery 
which is to be established. It is expected 
that about £3,600,000 will be invested jp 
this project, which is to produce 70,000 tons 
of fertilisers a year. . . . Permission hus 
now been granted for the establishment of 
a frozen meat industry. A slaughterhouse 
and refrigeration plant with an annul 
capacity of 300,000 head of cattle is to be 
set up at Sa da Bandeira, and refrigeration 
sheds will be installed at Mocamedes, Lobito 
and Luanda. . . . Studies have now been 
completed for the construction of a large 
barrage across the River Cuanza at Cam- 
bamba, about 100 miles East of Luanda, as 
an additional source of electric power for 
Luanda. It will also be used to irrigate 
the fertile plains in the neighbourhood. |t 
is expected that work on the construction 
of the barrage will begin this year, 


SINGAPORE.—A _ Singapore architect, 
Mr. Ng Keng Siang, has designed a glass- 
fronted 12-storey skyscraper for Asia Life 
Assurance, Ltd., at the junction of Cross- 
street and Robinson-road. It will cost about 
£400,000. The Asia Insurance Co. is also 
planning skyscrapers for Kuala Lumpur, 
Ipoh and Penang. 


S. AFRICA .—A £1,000,000 administrative 
building of the South African Railways is to 
be built in Durban. The main block front- 
ing on Smith-street, will consist of nine 
storeys plus a basement and will have easy 
access to a four-storey block at the rear. 

Johannesburg City Council has launched 
a housing drive aimed at the construction of 
30,000 native houses in three years. Five 
native building teams each with 350 workers 
have been trained to work exclusively on 
the £3,000,000 loan scheme. 


S. RHODESIA.—A_ London ‘financier, 
Mr. Kenneth de Courcy, has guaranteed 
£4,000,000 to finance a new European hous- 
ing project at Cranbourne, Salisbury. The 
first section will involve the construction of 
7,000 houses.

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Clean Air Conference, Dundee 


HE annual two-day conference of the 
Scottish Division of the National 
Smoke Abatement Society opened in 
Dundee on May 23 under the presidency 
of Mr. John Innes, Chief Sanitary Inspector 
of Paisley. Local authorities and other 
members of the society from all parts of 
Scotland were represented to discuss the 
implications of the Clean Air Act. The 
first speaker was BAILIE Dr. RITCHIE, Public 
Health Convener, City of Perth, who dealt 
with the responsibilities of local authorities 
under the Act. 

Mr, JoHN Pace, Chief Sanitary Inspector, 
Kirkcaldy, read a paper on smoke control 
areas. He reported on a _ redevelopment 
area in Kirkcaldy, which it is being pro- 
posed should be made a smoke control area. 
He emphasized the importance of setting up 
such areas and felt confident that the public 
themselves within them would be the first 
to acclaim the beneficial results of being rid 
of smoke, soot and grime. 

‘This is the start of a new era in smoke 
abatement,’ said Mr. Page, ‘...the long- 
awaited powers have been put into the hands 
of local authorities to stop atmospheric pol- 
lution from domestic chimneys. While a 
continuous campaign of education and 
propaganda must go on in the interest of 
clean air generally, I am quite certain that 
the best way to prove the advantages of such 
a measure will be to create a smoke control 
area in every large community without 
delay. In my opinion, a practical demon- 
stration of what can be achieved through 
their introduction will do more than any 
other to further the cause of smoke control 
in this land.’

School of Architecture Opened 


THE Scott Sutherland School of Archi- 
tecture was officially opened in Aberdeen 
at Garthdee, on the southern outskirts of 
the city, by Lorp STRATHCLYDE, Minister 
of State, who described the building as a 
magnificent example of co-operation between 
a school and industry. He thanked Cllr. T. 
Scott Sutherland, FRIBA, for the generous 
gift which had made the school Possible. 


Those who complained that high taxation 
and other factors had outdated personal 
benefactions, said the Minister, should note 
that Mr. Scott Sutherland’s already generous 
gifts had been supplemented by carrying out 
the architectural work at net cost, while 
Alexander Hall and Sons had undertaken 
the construction on a time and material 


basis, waiving any profit. The cost of the 
extension without that generosity behind it 
would have been in the region of £300,000 
and was, in fact, approximately only £95,000. 

Mr. Scott Sutherland was a former archi- 
tectural student at the college, and gifted 
Garthdee House and grounds as the nucleus 
for the new School of Architecture.
